A church, in Hamil Road, was built 1895 (largely at the expense of XXXXX) to designs 
by ARCHITECT and consecrated DATE. It was closed in 1953 but in 1956 became Sneyd 
parish church. In 1958 it was reconsecrated as Sneyd Holy Trinity. 


A new church, on the corner of High Lane and Haywood Road, was built 1953 (largely 
at the expense of XXXXX) to designs by ARCHITECT and consecrated DATE.
